seen  that  the  fifth  company  in 
1962  rose  to  No.  1  in  1967,  the  four- 
teenth to  third  place,  the  thirteenth 
to  fourth  and  the  twenty  -  first  to 
tenth  place.  There  are  also  the  equally 
dramatic  declines  of  the  first  and 
second  companies  in  1962  to  sixth  and 
twelfth  places  respectively  in  1967. 
Despite  recent  mergers  and  acquisitions 
there  has  not  been  any  strong  ten- 
dency towards  domination  of  the  total 
market  by  the  top  companies.  In  1%2 
the  top  ten  companies  controlled  45 
per  cent,  of  the  market;  in  1965,  51 
per  cent  and  in  1967,  50  per  cent

Progress  by  the  top  companies  it  seems 
was  generally  at  the  expense  of  each 
other  and  not  at  the  expense  of  smaller 
firms  in  the  industry,  taken  together  as 
a  group. 

Dispensing  in  Middlesex 

PRESCRIPTIONS  UP:  FEWER  PHARMACIES 

THE  number  of  premises  on  the  dis- 
pensing list  in  the  Middlesex  Executive 
Council  area  continues  to  fall  while 
the  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed 
has  risen,  says  the  annual  report  of 
the  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  year  ended  March  31.  Dur- 
ing the  year  the  number  of  premises 
fell  by  ten  to  579,  whereas  when  the 
area  was  formed  only  three  years  ago 
there  were  618;  prescriptions  have 
risen  from  ITS  million  to  12'5  million 
in  that  period.  On  the  proposed  health 
centres  in  the  area  the  report  says  only 


in  one  had  it  been  suggested  that 
space  should  be  available  for  provid- 
ing pharmaceutical  services.  The  num- 
ber and  dispersion  of  pharmacies 
throughout  the  various  districts  was 
considered  by  the  Committee  to  be 
adequate  to  meet  ail  dispensing  de- 
mands whether  from  health  centres  or 
private  surgeries.  The  Committee's  view 
was  accepted  by  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil. 

Pharmaceutical  Services 

INNER  LONDON  VIEWS  AND  CHANGES 

WHETHER  pharmaceutical  services  in 
the  Thamesmead  development  should 
be  provided  in  retail  pharmacies  or  in 
a  health  centre  will  be  considered  on 
its  merits,  Inner  London  Executive 
Council's  general  benefits  committee  re- 
ported to  the  Council's  meeting  on 
July  25.  A  decision  would  be  taken  by 
the  Council  in  consultation  with  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee, 
which  has  already  expressed  the 
general  view  that  services  should  be 
provided  only  from  retail  pharmacies. 
The  benefits  committee  has  advised  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
Hammersmith  of  that  view  in  respect 
of  centres  propwsed  for  the  borough.

Drugs  in  Hospitals 

DISTRIBUTION  SCHEME  SUMMARISED 

AN  outline  of  a  drug  administration 
and  prescribing  study  carried  out  at 
the  London  Hospital  is  published  in 
the  "Abstracts  of  Efficiency  Studies  in 
the  Hospital  Service"  series  (No.  115, 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  eight- 
pence).  The  study  was  first  reported  in 
the  Lancet  (see  C.  &  D.,  April  1,  1%7, 
p.  320)  and  resulted  in  errors  in  pre- 
scribing and  drug  administration  being 
reduced  from  15  per  cent,  of  the  drugs 
used  to  about  4  per  cent.  "The  phar- 
macist," it  is  stated,  "has  been  in- 
tegrated into  the  therapeutic  team, 
improving  the  quality  of  prescribing 
and  providing  a  better  control  of 
drugs. 


Sulphuric  Acid 

PRODUCTION  IN  SECOND  QUARTER 

PRODUCTION  of  sulphuric  acid  by 
members  of  the  National  Sulphuric 
Acid  Association  during  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year  was  823,515  tons 
(calculated  as  100  per  cent.  H.SO,). 
That  was  about  2,000  tons  down  on 
the  previous  quarter  but  consumption 
at  896,315  tons  was  up  by  nearly  1.000 
tons.  Government  acid  plant  statistics 
are  not  included. 

Purchase  Tax 

COTTON  SAMPLE  BAGS  FREED 

COTTON  bags  with  postal  type  labels 
became  exempt  from  purchase  tax  as 
from  luly  17.  Behind  the  announce- 
ment was  three  years  of  negotiation 
by  a  group  of  small  manufacturers 
with  the  Customs  and  Excise.  Th 
manufacturers  claimed  that  their  pro- 
duct used  for  mailing  samples  had  to 
compete  unfairly  with  a  product  per- 
forming the  same  function  but  tax 
free.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Licences 

A  most  important  clarification  dealing  with  licences  to  manufacture 
emerged  from  the  debate  (p.  73)  at  the  Committee  Stage  of  the  Medicines 
Bill.  Lord  Coleraine,  at  the  behest  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  sought 
to  ensure  that  there  would  be  no  necessity  for  pharmacists  to  go  through 
the  elaborate  procedure  of  obtaining  a  licence  in  order  to  manufacture 
(or  to  compound)  a  number  of  familiar  and  traditional  preparations  such 
as  Gee's  linctus,  zinc  ointment,  glycerin  and  rose  water,  and  glycerin  of 
thymol.  Lord  Kennet  indicated  that  it  would  be  possible  to  have  ready- 
made  licences  for  small-scale  manufacture,  which  would  be  issued  more 
or  less  on  demand  to  persons  of  the  right  qualification,  such  as  pharma- 
cists, and  that  such  a  provision  could  be  made  without  amending  the 
Bill.  One  has  to  think  of  pharmacies  remote  from  the  cities,  where  there 
is  no  shuttle  service  of  deliveries  in  quick  succession  every  day.  fn  such 
a  case  it  would  be  illogical  in  the  extreme  to  deny  the  pharmacist  the 
right  to  make  a  simple  mixture  of  paregoric  elixir,  oxymel  of  squill  and 
syrup  of  tolu  for  sale  over  the  counter  while  permitting  him  to  make  up 
the  same  mixture  as  a  prescribed  medicine.  There  are  still  pharmacists 
in  the  country  who  prefer  to  make  and  pack  a  number  of  traditional 
preparations,  though  there  is  much  less  small-scale  manufacture  of  that 
kind  today.  I  have  vivid  memories  of  my  youthful  activities  in  various 
directions — weighing  out  tolu  balsam  from  an  earthenware  jar  and 
extracting  the  aromatic  principles  over  a  gas  ring  in — I  almost  said  the 
back  shop,  but  of  course  it  should  be  the  laboratory.  I  also  prepared  the 
paregoric — not  by  percolation  as  O.  Henry  described  it — from  the  benzoic 
acid,  the  aniseed  oil  and  the  opium  tincture  and  camphor,  and  there  was 
a  large  jar  of  honey  for  the  oxymel.  I  sometimes  wonder  if  the  Old  Man 
was  really  as  surprised  as  he  appeared  when  mel.  opt.  turned  up  with 
unfailing  frequency  on  the  "wants"  list.  The  apprentice  of  that  far-off 
time  had  a  sweet  tooth. 

Laborious  Days 

Almost  every  pharmacy  of  the  time  made  and  packed  its  own  cod-liver 
oil  emulsion,  and  each  had  its  own  well  kept  secret  in  the  matter  of 
gum,  egg  or  Irish  moss.  And  it  was  surprising  how  persistent  was  the 
smell  of  the  oil,  despite  assurances  that  it  was  odourless.  There  were 
heavy  days  in  the  making  and  packing  of  ointments,  and  I  recollect  a 
day  when  it  was  discovered  that  there  was  a  shortage  of  benzoated  lard. 
That  posed  no  great  problem,  for  prepared  lard  was  available  and  there 
was  plenty  of  benzoin  gum  which  was  kept  for  making  Friars'  balsam. 
Did  we  really  pound  colchicum  seed  and  gelsemium  root,  I  sometimes 
wonder?  Did  we  mix,  mass,  roll,  cut  and  round  grosses  of  pills  so  that 
we  might  put  four  of  them  into  a  little  red  box,  attach  a  label,  wrap  the 
box  neatly  in  white  paper,  seal  it  with  wax  and  sell  it  for  one  penny? 
We  did.  And  our  licence  to  do  so  rested  in  our  skill  and  our  knowledge. 
I  am  glad  that  needless  obstacles  are  not  to  be  put  in  the  way  of  those 
who  may  now  generally  be  regarded  as  a  little  eccentric  if  they  have  the 
urge  to  indulge  in  a  little  small-scale  manufacture  of  a  simple  nature. 
Indeed  it  is  frequently  a  necessity,  for  the  local  wholesale  and  manu- 
facturing houses  of  our  youth  have  ceased  to  provide  a  universal  service 
or  to  study  individual  requirements. 

Modern  Methods 

Those  far-off  years  of  hard  work  and  small  reward  remain  fresh  in 
the  mind,  for  they  represent  our  youth.  And  there  were  marked  differences 
of  business  ethics  as  well  as  of  practice.  An  inquiry  was  immediately  and 
courteously  answered.  Today  I  write  orders,  or  ask  questions  about  pro- 
ducts, or  query  the  non-arrival  of  goods,  or  return  a  fautly  article  sold 
under  guarantee,  and  nothing  happens.  No  acknowledgment,  no  reply 
of  any  kind.  The  cartel  is  above  such  mundane  things.  The  computer  is 
dumb.  And  common  courtesy,  as  all  of  my  generation  will  agree,  has 
vanished  from  the  scene. 
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PRESCRIPTION  CHARGE  PROBLEMS 

Views  of  the  Minister  and  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees 


THE  Ministry  of  Health  has  replied  to 
the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee's  letter  concerning 
chemists"  difficulties  following  the  re- 
introduction  of  prescription  charges. 
The  text  of  the  Ministry's  letter 
abstracted  below,  was  given  in  Han- 
sard, July  23.  after  a  question  by 
Dame  Irene  Ward. 

I  WAS  sorry  to  learn  of  the  trouble  that 
chemist  contractors  have  been  having  during 
the  first  weeks  after  the  reintroduction  of  pre- 
scription charges,  and  we  are  grateful  for 
the  help  they  have  been  giving  to  patients. 
We  had  realised  that  it  might  take  a  little 
while  for  the  public  to  become  familiar  with 
the  details  of  the  scheme,  but  I  would  expect 
the  situation  to  improve  fairly  quickly  as  the 
arrangements  become  more  generally  under- 
stood. 

I  agree  that  the  layout  of  the  reverse  of 
the  EClO  needs  improvement,  and  we  had  in 
fact  already  been  considering  what  might  be 
done.  The  present  version  had  to  be  produced 
in  great  haste,  and  it  seemed  to  us  at  the 
time  that  the  explanatory  material  ought  to  be 
included.  I  agree  that  it  could  now  be 
omitted  .  .  .  We  hope  shortly  to  show  you 
what  we  have  in  mind,  and  could  then  dis- 
cuss it  with  you  if  you  wish.  (But  .  .  .  the 
time  needed  for  printing  and  distribution  will 
mean  that  the  new  type  of  form  will  not  be 
ready  for  use  for  some  little  while  ) 

As  regards  remuneration,  the  position  is 
that  the  increase  which  was  agreed  for  the 
period  June  10  to  August  31  was  intended  as 
an  average  recompense  for  difficulties  that 
were  expected  to  be  a  good  deal  greater  at 
the  beginning  than  at  the  end  of  the  period. 
It  seems  to  us  rather  early  to  say  that  we 
jointly  underestimated  the  amount  of  extra 
work  over  the  whole  period;  but  we  are,  of 
course,  willing  to  meet  you  to  discuss  your 
claim  for  a  fe-opening  of  the  settlement  pre- 
viously reached  .  .  . 

You  already  have  the  Minister's  assurance 
that  he  will  take  the  Committee's  views  about 
the  long-term  arrangements  fully  into  account. 
There  are  many  difficulties  here,  including  the 
cost  of  alternative  schemes  and  the  long 
period  of  preparation  most  of  them  would 
need  before  they  would  become  effective,  as 
well  as  their  acceptability  to  the  public  and 
the  professions  most  closely  concerned.  Before 
far-reaching  changes  are  contemplated,  the 
Minister  considers  that  it  would  be  wise  to 
obtain  as  much  experience  as  possible  in  the 
operation  of  the  present  arrangements,  which 
we  shall  of  course  try  to  improve  wherever 
possible  so  as  to  secure  their  smooth  running. 
Any  suggestion  you  may  have  in  this  direction 
will  be  welcome. 

Yorkshire  Committee's  Concern 

The  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  after  dis- 
cussing the  problems  of  the  reintro- 
duction of  prescription  charges,  has 
expressed  concern  about  the  adoption 
of  a  permanent  scheme  for  dealing 
with  exemption  from  prescription 
charges  and  has  circulated  the  follow- 
ing letter  to  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  and 
Local    Pharmaceutical   Committees :  — 

The  Committee  wished  me  to  convey  to 
the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  their  utter  disapproval  of  the 
present  interim  scheme,  particularly  the  system 
for  exemption  from  charges.  There  is  no  need 
here  to  enlarge  on  all  the  problems  and 
embarrassments  experienced  by  contractors 
and  patients  alike,  with  which,  no  doubt,  you 
will  be  only  too  familiar.  In  the  light  of  the 
present  situation  my  Committee  view  with 
grave  concern  the  prospect  of  any  system 
which  may  be  adopted  as  a  permanent  scheme, 
unless  it  has  been  examined  in  whole  and  in 


detail  by  all  Phamaceutical  Committees,  and 
furthermore  they  consider  it  imperative  that 
any  scheme  to  be  adopted  shall  have  the 
approval  of  a  full  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
Representatives  Cxjnference.  My  Committee 
seek  your  support  for  this  reasonable  pro- 
cedure m  the  hope  that  before  the  perma- 
nent scheme  comes  into  force  (according  to 
the  Minister  of  Health  'before  the  winter') 
it  shall  be  the  subject  of  group  discussion 
at  Pharmaceutical  Committee  level,  and  its 
adoption  be  agreed  at  Conference  level.  We 
all  appreciate  how  this  matter  can  seriously 
affect  our  work  as  contractors  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  our  relationship  with  the 
general  public,  and  having  been  bitten  once 
again  let  us  fight  shy  of  accepting  a  scheme 
(probably  fait  accompli)  after  the  usual  stan- 
dard type  of  'consultations.*

Call  for  Three-day  Conference 

The  Leicester  Branch  of  the  N.P.U. 
has  also  made  known  the  contents  of 
a  letter  addressed  to  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee.  The 
Committee  complains  there  has  not 
been  sufficient  consultation  between 
the  committee  and  contractors  concern- 
ing the  "serious  adverse  develop- 
ments" in  the  terms  and  conditions 
"under  which  we  dispense  within  the 
N.H.S."'  The  letter,  signed  by  Mr.  P.  G. 
Hopkins  (chairman)  continues:  — 


"In  order  that  as  many  contractors 
possible  may  have  an  opportunity  of  declar- 
ing their  views  on  these  matters,  my  Com- 
mittee considers  that  the  Ontral  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Ciintractors)  Committee  should  call 
a  conference  of  all  contractors  in  the  very 
near  future.  This  conference  could  discuss  all 
aspects  of  N.H.S.  work  with  which  we  are 
concerned  including,  if  necessary,  withdrawal 
from  the  service.  Adequate  time  should  be 
given  for  discussion  and  the  conference  should 
be  held  on  three  working  days  i.e.  Monday, 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  Naturally  we  would 
regret  the  considerable  disruption  of  N.H.S. 
pharmaceutical  work  which  would  be  caused 
through  contractors  attending.  We  consider 
that  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  this  matter  a 
conference  should  be  held,  no  later  than  the 
autumn,  at  a  suitable  and  convenient  centre." 

"Embarrassment"  Over  Charges 

A  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Cen- 
tral (National  Health  Service)  Chemist 
Contractors  Committee  by  the  Medway 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
pointing  out  the  embarrassment  caused 
to  patients  and  staff  alike  in  sorting  out 
whether  patients  are  exempt  from 
charges  for  N.H.S.  prescriptions.  The 
letter  suggests  that  the  words  "Please 
Read  Notes  on  Back  of  Prescription" 
be  printed  in  red  underneath  the 
patient's  name  and  address  block.  Also 
that  an  immediate  increase  in  the 
[temporary]  extra  penny  per  prescrip 
tion  be  sought  and  that  "two-coloured 
prescription  [form]  method  be  adop 
ted."

RECENT  increases  in  price  of  certain 
insulin  preparations  have  been  notified 
under  the  Voluntary  Price  Regulation 
Scheme  for  ethical  medicines.  The  in- 
creases were  the  first  since  1950,  were 
justified,  and  were  consistent  with  the 
Government's  prices  policy.  So  said 
Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  (Minister  of 
Health)  in  a  written  reply  to  Mr. 
Laurence  Pavitt  on  July  23. 

Terramycin  Prescriptions 

Mr.  Pa^vitt  also  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  if  he  had  considered  the  cir- 
cular letter  sent  by  Pfizer.  Ltd.,  to  all 
Executive  Councils  concerning  Terra- 
mycin and  if  he  would  advise  Execu- 
tive Councils  on  the  action  they  should 
take  in  the  matter.  In  a  written  reply 
on  July  23,  Mr.  Robinson  said  he  did 
not  think  it  was  necessary  to  issue  any 
advice  to  the  Councils. 

Meilkines  Bill 

Powers  to  enable  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  issue  orders  concerning  the 
amount  of  space  to  be  provided  for  the 
dispensing,  sale,  supply  or  storage  of 
medicinal  products  were  included  dur- 
ing the  Refjort  Stage  of  the  Medicines 
Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  30. 
There  was  also  an  additional  power  to 
allow  the  Ministers  to  make  orders 
concerning  the  accommodation  to  be 
provided  for  members  of  the  public  to 
whom  medicinal  products  were  sold  or 
supplied,  or  for  whom  such  products 
were  being  prepared  or  assembled. 
Lord  Kennet  explained  the  original 
clauses  as  drafted  might  not  achieve 
what  was  intended  and  that  the  only 
way  to  make  certain  was  to  introduce 
a  "formidable  amendment".  Lord 
COLERAiNE  was  assured  that  regulations 


the  effect  of  physically  separating  "the 
part  where  drugs  were  sold  in  a  mixe  ' 
store  from  the  part  where  other  things, 
such  as  leather  goods  and  books  wer 
sold."  Lord  Kennet  explained  that  tb

Mr.  Pavitt  further  asked  the  Minis- 
ter of  Health  if  he  was  aware  that  tht 
National  Academy  of  Sciences  and  the 
National  Research  Council  of  the 
United  States  had  caused  the  with- 
drawal of  10  per  cent,  of  the  drug; 
tested  because  they  were  ineffective 
"Was  the  Minister  satisfied  with  th 
efficiency  of  the  machinery  for  testing 
the  safety  of  drugs  and  evaluating  therr 
for  effectiveness?  Mr.  Robinson,  in 
written  answer  on  July  23,  said  he  wa, 
aware  that  the  National  Academy  hac 
been  carrying  out  an  evaluation  of  th 
efficacy  of  drugs  on  the  market  in  the 
United  States,  but  he  understood  tha' 
the  report  was  not  yet  complete.  He 
had  full  confidence  in  the  Committee 
on  Safety  of  Drugs  and  the  Standinf 
Joint  Committee  on  the  Classificatio 
of  Proprietary  Preparations. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act

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he  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  to  permit 
ivvners  of  registered  sea-going  yachts, 
m  application  to  a  physician,  or  with- 
jut  payment  of  a  licensing  duty,  to 
arry  a  maximum  of  two  Omnopon 
mpoules  for  first-aid  purposes.

)rug  Addiction 

When  Mr.  Frank  Judd,  who  asked 
he  Home  Secretary  for  statistics  con-

ach  of  the  twenty  largest  cities  of 


England  and  Wales  in  each  of  the  past 
five  years,  he  was  told  by  Mr.  Elystan 
Morgan,  in  a  written  answer  on  July 
26.  that  the  information  was  not  avail- 
able but  that  he  would  write  to  Mr. 
Judd  on  the  subject. 

Early  Warning  of  Price  Increases 

Mr.  Roy  Hattersley  (Under-secre- 
tary  of  State  for  Education  and 
Science)  informed  Mr.  Kenneth 
LoMAS  that,  after  appropriate  consulta- 
tions, black-and-white  photographic 
film,  synthetic  rubber,  electric  space- 
heaters  and  electric  blankets  had  been 
added  to  the  list  of  goods  and  services 
for  which  large  manufacturers  gave 
early  warning  of  proposed  price  in- 
creases. 

Premature  Baldness 

Mr.  Pavitt  asked  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Education  and  Science  if  he 
would  request  the  Medical  Research 
Council  to  examine  evidence  from  re- 
searches at  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania School  of  Medicine  that  loss  of 
hair  and  premature  baldness  could  be 
attributed  to  the  habitual  taking  of 
aspirin  tablets.  Mrs.  Shirley  Wil- 
liams (Minister  of  State  for  Education 
and  Science),  in  a  written  answer  on 
July  26,  said  that  the  investigation  had 
suggested  an  association  but  not  neces- 
sarily a  causal  relationship  between  the 
habitual  taking  of  aspirin  and  hair  loss. 
The  report  would  be  followed  up  by 
research  workers  as  necessary. 

Decimal  Currency 

Replying  to  two  questions  concern- 
ing depreciation  allowances  on  the 
machines  needed  to  deal  with  decimal 
currency,  Mr.  Harold  Lever  (Finan- 
cial Secretary)  said  on  July  25  that  the 
Retail  Consortium  had  written  to  the 
Treasury  on  behalf  of  the  distributive 
trades  proposing  free  depreciation  al- 
lowances instead  of  the  present  initial 
and  writing-down  allowances  for  mach- 
ines acquired  as  a  result  of  currency 
decimalisation.  The  proposal  was  being 
examined. 

Pesticides 

Sir  Tufton  Beamish,  who  asked  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture  on  July  24  if 
he  would  introduce  legislation  to  im- 
plement the  recommendations  of  the 


Advisory  Committee  on  Pesticides,  was 
told  by  Mr.  James  Hoy  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary)  that  legislation  could 
not  be  promised  in  the  next  Session. 
There  must  be  thorough  consultation, 
between  departments  and  with  the 
many  interests  concerned,  before  it  was 
possible  to  decide  on  the  exact  form  of 
legislation  and  to  bring  forward  a  Bill. 

Mallory  Batteries 

Mr.  Paviit  asked  the  Minister  of 
Technology  on  July  22  how  long  his 
negotiations  with  Mallory  Batteries, 
Ltd.,  had  now  lasted  and  what  action 
he  proposed  to  take  to  secure  the  im- 
plementation of  Report  No.  64  of  the 
Prices  and  Incomes  Board.  Mr. 
Anthony  Wedgwood  Benn  (Minister 
of  Technology) :  Negotiations  with 
Mallory  Batteries,  Ltd.,  began  on  May 
13.  When  these  are  concluded,  which 
I  expect  to  be  soon,  I  shall  report  to 
the  House. 

Mr.  Pavitt:  Is  it  not  disgusting  that, 
with  the  biggest  rise  in  any  commodity, 
the  report  of  the  Prices  and  Incomes 
Board  is  being  ignored?  Do  you  recall 
that  the  request  was  that  the  firm  should 
withdraw  "pending""  negotiations  not 
"during"  negotiations.  Are  you  aware 
that  it  has  an  international  monopoly 
and  that  the  N.H.S.  has  no  alternative 
supply  of  these  important  com- 
modities? 

Mr.  Benn:  I  think  the  appropriate 
adjective  to  apply  is  "complicated" 
rather  than  "disgusting."  There  are  a 
number  of  practical  problems,  includ- 
ing distributors'  stocks,  investment, 
development  and  the  difference  between 
domestic  and  export  prices.  In  the  dis- 
cussions with  the  firm,  which  have 
been  very  full,  we  have  approached  a 
solution  which  I  shall  announce  in  the 
House  as  soon  as  I  can. 

Mr.  Pavitt  gave  notice  of  an 
adjournment  debate. 

Given  Royal  Assent 

Bills  to  which  the  Royal  assent  had 
been  given,  said  the  Lord  Chancellor 
(Lord  Gardiner)  in  the  House  of  Lords 
on  July  26,  included:  British  Standard 
Time;  Health  Services  and  Public 
Health  and  Hearing  Aid  Council  Acts. 
The  House  of  Commons  rose  for  the 
Summer  recess  on  July  26  until  Octo- 
ber 14. 


PHONEY  AMPICILLIN 

Marylebone  chemists  summoned 


A  WARNING  to  doctors  and  chemists 
of  the  alleged  circulation  of  "phoney 
ampicillin,"  sent  out  in  September  1967 
by  the  Beecham  group,  was  mentioned 
at  Marylebone  Court,  London,  on 
July  25.  Zygmunt  (Chemists),  Ltd., 
trading  as  William  Hill,  Baker  Street, 
Marylebone,  pleaded  ''Not  Guilty'"  to  a 
summons  by  Westminster  City  Council 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and 
two  summonses  under  the  Merchan- 
dise Marks  Act.  In  their  defence,  the 
company  laid  information  against  their 
suppliers,  on  whom  they  said  they  had 
relied.  The  magistrate,  after  hearing 
prosecution  and  defence  witnesses, 
adjourned  the  case  sine  die,  for  a 
further  analysis  of  capsules  mentioned 
in  the  case  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Government  analyst.  Mr.  Phipps  said 


that  the  public  analyst,  in  giving  evi- 
dence, had  made  it  clear  that  he  gave 
his  certificate  and  expressed  his  opinion 
that  the  sample  of  capsules  bought 
from  the  defendants  was  penicillin  V. 
and  not  ampicillin.  because  of  tests 
which  took  place  at  another  labora- 
tory, and  not  as  a  result  of  tests  con- 
ducted in  his  own  laboratory.  But,  Mr. 
Phipps  went  on,  the  prosecution  had 
not  called  a  witness  to  prove  that  the 
capsules  sent  to  the  second  laboratory 
were  part  of  the  sample  bought  from 
the  defendants.  Earlier.  Professor  L. 
Garrod  (emeritus  professor  of  bac- 
teriology, London  University)  gave  evi- 
dence that  ampicillin  acted  more 
effectively  than  penicillin  V  in  certain 
cases.  Messrs.  Zygmunt  are  alleged 
to  have  contravened  Section  2  of  the 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  in  selling 
at  their  shop  in  Westbourne  Grove, 
Paddington,  thirty  capsules  of  peni- 
cillin V  instead  of  the  ampicillin  de- 
manded by  the  purchaser.  They  are 
also  alleged  to  have  possessed  for 
sale  a  canister  containing  capsules  of 
penicillin  V  to  which  the  trade  mark 
Penbritin  was  falsely  applied,  and 
applying  the  false  trade  mark,  con- 
trary to  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act. 
Sangers,  Ltd.,  Tolmers  Square,  Cam- 
den, are  alleged  by  Messrs.  Zygmuot 
to  have  sold  them  the  capsules  and 
therefore  to  have  been  responsible  for 
the  contraventions.  Beecham  Group, 
Ltd.,  Great  West  Road,  Brentford, 
Middlesex,  are  alleged  by  Messrs. 
Sangers  to  have  been  responsible  in 
that  they  sold  them  the  capsules. 
Witold  Tietze  (superintendent  pharma- 
cist at  the  Westbourne  Grove  shop  and 
a  director  of  the  company)  said  in 
evidence  that  in  1967  supplies  of  Pen- 
britin (ampicillin)  capsules  were  ob- 
tained from  Sangers.  He  had  no  rea- 


son to  believe  that  the  capsules  were 
not  ampicillin,  and  he  relied  on  what 
was  sent  by  Sangers,  with  Messrs. 
Beecham"s  label.  Answering  Mr.  T. 
Bingham  (prosecuting  counsel).  Mr. 
Tietze  said  that  Messrs.  Zygmunt  had 
obtained  no  ampicillin  from  Ireland 
at  any  time.  There  was  no  link  at  all 
between  a  company  named  in  the  cir- 
cular letter  sent  out  by  Beecham,  with 
an  address  in  Dublin,  and  his  own 
company.  Replying  to  the  magistrate, 
Mr.  Tietze  said  that,  on  reading  the 
letter,  the  matter  struck  him  as  very 
important.  He  examined  the  Penbritin 
capsules  at  the  shop  to  see  that  they 
were  correct,  and  they  appeared  so. 
The  capsules  were  in  tins  with  the 
Beecham's  label  only,  said  the  witness. 
"We  take  for  granted  that  what  is 
supplied  by  Beechams  is  valid."  He  felt 
no  need  to  dispute  what  Beechams 
were  saying  on  the  label.  Questioned 
about  prices,  Mr.  Tietze  said  that 
penicillin  V  was  less  than  one-fifth  the 
price  of  Penbritin. 


evidence  had  also  been  ignored  by  the 
judge.  The  most  important  document 
was  a  price  list  which,  in  spite  of  Mr. 
Sieczko's  denials,  was  still  current. 
Among  ten  companies  listed  under 
"I.C.P."  was  I.C.P.  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  and 
the  drugs  it  offered  included  Diazepam 
tablets.  The  list  stated  the  products 
could  be  ordered  direct  from  London. 
The  price  list  was  enough  to  prove  the 
plaintiffs'  case.  The  documents  and 
facts  admitted  by  the  respondents'  wit- 
nesses demonstrated  the  defence  that 
the  tablets  were  sold  by  an  independent 
organisation  to  be  the  merest  sham.

thought  that  justice  might  be  tempered 
with  mercy  and  that  it  would  be  enough 
if  the  Court  marked  its  displeasure 
by  ordering  the  London  company  and 
Mr.  Sieczko  to  pay  the  costs  on  a^ 
indemnity  basis.  Leave  to  appeal  to 
the  House  of  Lords  was  granted.

CONTEMPT  DECISION  AGAINST  COMPANY 

Appeal  Court's  "flagrant  breach"  finding 


THE  Court  of  Appeal.  London,  on 
July  30  allowed  an  appeal  by  F.  Hoff- 
man-La Roche  &  Co.  A.G.,  from  the 
dismissal  by  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd-Jacob 
on  May  13  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  18,  1967, 
p.  436)  of  a  motion  for  a  writ  of  seques- 
tration against  Inter-Continental  Phar- 
maceuticals (Bletchley),  Ltd..  London, 
and  for  an  order  for  committal  or  for 
a  writ  of  attachment  against  Mr. 
Zlgmunt  Sieczko  (a  director  of  the 
company)  for  contempt  of  court  in 
breaking  undertakings  given  on  October 
24,  1967,  and  February  23  not  to  in- 
fringe the  plaintiffs'  letters  patent  in  the 
drug  Diazepam. 

The  plaintiffs  had  alleged  that  the 
defendants,  in  breach  of  their  under- 
takings, had  supplied  the  drug  to  Dr. 
Aston,  Tarporley,  Ches,  on  November 
16,  1967.  and  to  J.  &  P.  Head,  Ltd., 
Forest  Row,  Sussex,  on  February  25. 
The  judge  found  that  the  acts  com- 
plained of  were  not  done  by  or  on 
behalf  of  Inter-Continental,  or  author- 
ised, procured  or  directed  by  Mr. 
Sieczko,  but  by  Miss  Renie  Coops, 
of  Bray,  Ireland  (alias  Mrs.  Hanora 
Pegg)  for  and  on  behalf  of  an  Irish 
company,  I.C.P.  (Ireland),  Ltd.  The 
plaintiffs  appealed  on  the  ground  that 
the  judge's  findings  were  contrary  to 
the  evidence. 

What  Prompted  the  Action 

Lord  Justice  Harman,  in  a  reserved 
judgment  of  the  court,  said  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  the  registered  holders 
of  a  patent  for  Diazepam,  a  tran- 
quilliser usually  marketed  under  the 
trade  name  of  Valium.  In  September 
1967  an  action  was  started  alleging 
infringement  of  the  patent  by  each  of 
the  defendants  and,  on  a  motion  heard 
in  October  1967  the  defendants  under- 
took that,  pending  the  hearing,  they 
would  not  infringe  the  plaintiffs'  letters 
patent  by  offering  for  sale,  selling, 
supplying  or  otherwise  dealing  in  Diaze- 
pam or  tablets  containing  it.  In  Feb- 
ruary that  undertaking  was  continued. 

It  was  now  admitted  that  a  packet 
containing  Diazepam  was  supplied  to 


Dr.  Aston  in  November  and  another 
to  Mr.  Head  in  February.  The  issue 
at  the  trial  of  the  motion  in  the  end 
was,  as  before  their  Lordships,  whether 
the  respondents  were  connected  with 
either  of  the  transactions,  in  both  of 
which  it  was  established  that  Diazepam 
had  been  supplied  ostensibly  by  I.C.P. 
(Ireland),  Ltd. 

"Moving  Spirit" 

Inter-Continental  Pharmaceuticals 
(Bletchley),  Ltd..  was  a  pharmaceu- 
tical group  of  which  Mr.  Sieczko  was 
admittedly  the  moving  spirit.  He  ad- 
mittedly controlled  them  all  except 
I.C.P.  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  which  carried  on 
business  at  the  same  address  in  Dublin 
as  another  company  which  he  con- 
trolled. The  judge  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion, on  the  evidence  before  him,  that 
the  two  parcels  containing  Diazepam 
were  dispatched  to  Dr.  Aston  and  Mr. 
Head  by  I.C.P.  (Ireland),  Ltd.,  neither 
the  London  company  nor  Mr.  Sieczko 
being  responsible.  He  based  that  con- 
clusion first  upon  his  belief  that  Miss 
Sylvia  Vera  Hammick,  an  employee  of 
the  London  company,  was  a  truthful 
witness.  She  would  not  have  allowed 
any  such  parcel,  he  said,  to  go  out 
from  the  London  office  after  she  heard 
of  the  undertakings.  Their  Lordships 
were  not  disposed  to  take  so  rosy  a 
view  of  Miss  Hammick.  It  was  clear 
that  she  was  treating  the  several  busi- 
nesses as  one.  She  had  said  that  she 
did  not  know  that  Mrs.  Pegg  and  Miss 
Coops  were  the  same  person.  Their 
Lordships  found  it  impossible  to  believe 
her.  The  judge  had  also  relied  on  Mrs. 
Pegg's  evidence  although  he  knew  that 
she  had  been  deceiving  the  court  and 
masquerading  as  Miss  Coops,  a  director 
of  the  Ireland  business.  Her  evidence 
on  cross-examination  was  full  of  con- 
traditions  and  prevarications.  One  of 
her  affidavits  was  now  admitted  to 
have  been  a  gross  fraud  on  the  court. 

The  judge  had  also  felt  that  he  had 
no  reason  to  distrust  Mr.  Sieczko  him- 
self, but  their  Lordships  could  not  take 
that  view.

"WHY  should  the  declaration  pro- 
cedure for  prescription  forms  be  more 
onerous  than  that  of  the  simple  signa- 
ture required  for  dental  or  sight- 
testing  forms?"  was  one  of  the  ques- 
tions asked  by  members  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee at  its  meeting  on  July  23.  The 
Committee  was  considering  the  reply 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  its  rep- 
resentations about  the  shortcomings  of 
the  interim  scheme.  The  Ministry's 
reply,  dated  July  19,  is  given  on  p.  94. 
At  a  meeting  with  the  Ministry  on 
July  30,  the  Committee's  representa- 
tives would  be  pressing  for  acceptance 
of  their  claim  for  increased  remunera- 
tion for  operating  the  interim  scheme 
and  with  the  Committee's  suggestions 
for  drastically  revising  the  declaration 
procedure  for  claiming  exemption  from 
the  prescription  charge. 

Collation  of  the  results  of  the  1966 
remuneration  inquiry  having  been  vir- 
tually completed,  a  meeting  with  the 
Ministry  was  being  sought  as  early  as 
possible  in  August  to  continue  discus- 
sions on  the  Committee's  claim  in 
respect  of  notional  salary  and  profit 
margin.  The  need  to  call  a  conference 
of  representatives  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  was  agreed,  and  it  was  de- 
cided to  make  provisional  arrange- 
ments for  a  conference  to  be  held  in 
London  on  Sunday,  November  3.  In 
order  to  allow  adequate  time  for  full 
consultation  and  discussion  between 
the  Committee  and  representatives,  the 
conference  would  commence  at 
11.30  a.m. 

The  Committee  considered  a  letter 
from  the  secretary  of  the  Blackpool 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  about  the 
probable  effect  of  metrication  in 
pharmacy  on  the  cost  of  containers 
and  agreed,  in  the  present  series  of 
negotiations  resulting  from  the  1968 
container  costs  inquiry,  to  press  the 
Ministry  to  make  appropriate  adjust- 
ments. 

Pack  Sizes  of  Amphetamines 

A  report  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Practice  Committee  concerned 
a  suggested  reduction  in  the  bulk  pack 
sizes  of  amphetamines  and  like  drugs 
so  that  stocks  in  pharmacies  could  be 
kept  down  to  a  level  appropriate  to 
local  demand  and  to  a  reasonable 
period  of  time.  It  was  agreed  that,  in 


the  present  climate  of  opinion,  a  case  for 
special  provisions  could  be  made  out 
for  drugs  covered  by  the  Drugs  (Pre- 
vention of  Misuse)  Act;  for  example,  a 
three  weeks'  demand  could  be  more 
appropriate  in  determining  the  reason- 
ableness of  pack  sizes  used  for  dis- 
pensing. It  was  decided  to  make  repre- 
sentations to  the  Ministry  that  drugs 
falling  within  the  scope  of  the  Act 
should  be  deleted  from  the  Drug : 
Tariff  list  of  proprietary  preparations 
with  a  commonly  used  pack  size. 

It  was  reported  that  difficulties  were 
being  experienced  by  pharmacists  be- 
cause some  out-patient  clinics  were 
requesting  on  form  ECIO(HP)  the 
supply  at  daily  intervals  of  drugs  other 
than  cocaine,  heroin  or  methadone. 
After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  ask 
the  Ministry  to  extend  the  scope  of 
the  existing  arrangements  so  that  pric- 
ing bureaux  could  be  instructed  to 
allow  a  fee  for  each  supply  made 
against  such  prescriptions. 

After  discussing  a  report  from  a 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  about 
the  marked  trend  by  doctors  to  pres- 
cribe excessive  quantities  for  patients 
(with  the  effect  of  reducing  dispensing 
fees)  it  was  agreed  to  discuss  the  matter 
with  the  Ministry.  Chemist  contractors' 
concern  at  the  trend  appeared  to  be 
countrywide,  and  that  would  be 
stressed  to  the  Ministry,  which  would 
be  asked  to  issue  a  further  ECN  to 
prescribers. 

"Urgent"  Prescriptions 

Renewed  complaints  about  doctors' 
not  marking  as  "Urgent"  any  prescrip- 
tions that  were  to  be  dispensed  out  of 
hours  had  been  received.  In  response 
to  a  recommendation  from  the  Leices- 
tershire and  Rutland  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  it  was  decided  to  request 
the  Ministry  to  arrange  for  the  word 
"Urgent"  to  be  added  to  the  rubber 
stamp  used  on  EClO  forms  by  doctors 
operating  the  Emergency  Treatment 
Service. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  support  a 
recommendation  from  the  Kent 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  add  dis- 
posable sputum  containers  to  the  Drug 
Tariff.  The  original  suggestion  had  been 
made  by  a  county  medical  officer  of 
health,  who  was  concerned  that  the 
existing  Tariff  specification  was  for  a 
glass  flask,  despite  the  fact  that  the 
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Ministry  advocated  the  widest  possible 
use  of  disposable  nursing  requisites  in 
hospitals. 

Rural-area  Dispensing 

Progress  was  reported  in  discussions 
with  the  Ministry  during  a  meeting  on 
luly  22,  at  which  representatives  of 
both  the  Committee  and  the  Pharma- 
eutical    Society    had    been  present, 
here  had  been  a  frank  exchange  of 
lews  on  the  "mile  limit,"  constitution 
f   dispensing    committees,    length  of 
period  of  notice  for  transferring  "single 
patient  cases"  and  the  Design  Guide 
or  Health  Centres.  On  the  last  sub- 
ject the  pharmaceutical  representatives 
had    advanced    the    view    that  there 
hould  be  no  need  to  provide  dispens- 
g  facilities  for  dispensing  doctors  in 
properly  sited  health  centre,  since 
pharmacies  could  certainly  provide  the 
harmaceutical  service  for  the  dispens- 
ng   of    prescriptions    issued    by  any 
uch    centre.    Legal    action  currently 
being  taken  against  the  Denbighshire 
nd  Flintshire  Executive  Council  was 
eported  on. 

It  was  noted  that  the  Joint  Formu- 
ary  Committee  would  be  meeting  on 
uly  24  to  approve  the  page  proofs  of 
he  new  British  National  Formulary, 
t    the    meeting    the    Central  Com- 
ittee's  views  on  the  name  labelling  of 
ispensed   medicines   would   be  taken 
nto  account  in  any  revision  of  the 
relevant  directions. 
Because  of  the  increased  care  with 
hich  stocks  of  sterile  products  would 
ave   to    be   watched    in  pharmacies 
as  a  consequence  of  the  extension  of 
the  scope  of  the  drug-testing  scheme,  it 
was  agreed  to  make  representations  to 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  to  seek  its  co-opera- 
tion in  encouraging  manufacturers  to 
provide  information  about   shelf  life 
on  the  relevant  containers. 

It  was  reported  that,  in  recent  dis- 
cussions with  the  Ministry  of  Health, 


the  British  Medical  Association  had 
supported  the  views  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
about  the  provision  of  5-mil  plastic 
spoons  for  all  B.N.F.  preparations 
formulated  to  a  5-mil  or  lO-mil  dose. 
The  Ministry  had  undertaken  to  con- 
sider the  representations  that  had  been 
made.

have  already  urged  all  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  to  reject  the  penny  offer 
via  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemists' 
Contractors)  Committee.  We  have 
now  written  to  that  Committee  and  re- 
quested them  to  give  notice  to  the 
Ministry  that  members  are  so  disgus- 
ted with  the  present  method  that,  un- 
less a  system  satisfactory  to  the  phar- 
macist is  devised  by  August  31,  all 
chemist  contractors  will  only  operate 
the  N.H.S.  dispensing  on  a  "no 
charge"  basis  from  September  1.  We 
ask  all  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to 
send  similar  demands  to  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee  and  to  treat  this  as 
a  matter  of  great  urgency.  It  is  notice- 
able that  doctors  refuse  to  operate  any 
scheme  which  may  affect  the  doctor/ 
patient  relationship.  We  must  also  re- 
fuse to  operate  any  scheme  which 
might  bring  us  into  conflict  with  the 
patient.  Is  it  not  about  time  we  asser- 
ted ourselves?  Mr.  Farr  must  remem- 
ber that  we  cannot,  as  yet,  do  more 
than  complain  and  ofl'er  constructive 
suggestions.

PRESCRIPTION  POSER 

THE  prescription  shown  below  is  evi- 
dence that  even  the  briefest  item  may 
cause  trouble:  — 
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"Trade  Description"  Snags 

THE  Trade  Descriptions  Act,  1968,  effective  November 
30,  is  causing  some  anxiety  in  a  number  of  places. 

In  some  quarters  concern  is  being  expressed  that  dis- 
tributors are  not  taking  the  opportunity  as  they  should 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  Act  (see  also  C.  &  D., 
March  2,  p.  184).  There  are  those  involved  in  mass 
marketing  who  fear  that  the  legislation  will  rule  out 
many  of  their  merchandising  procedures. 

The  Act  makes  it  a  criminal  offence  for  anybody  to 
apply  a  false  trade  description  to  any  goods  and  an 
offence,  moreover,  to  supply  goods  to  which  a  false 
trade  description  has  been  applied.  A  false  description 
is,  under  the  Act,  one  that  is  "false  to  a  material 
degree" — a  matter  for  the  courts  to  decide  as  are  the 
"misleading  claims"  that  are  also  prohibited  by  the 
Act.  Much  debated  in  Parliament  was  the  provision 
decreeing  that  a  statement  made  orally  might  amount 
to  the  misuse  of  a  trade  description,  so  that  offences 
be  committed  by  enthusiastic  but  inexperienced  assist- 
ants selling  to  customers. 

It  is  an  offence  not  only  to  apply  a  false  trade  des- 
cription to  goods,  as  we  have  indicated,  but  also  to 
supply  or  lo  offer  to  supply  goods  to  which  a  false 
trade  description  has  been  applied.  Thus  a  wholesaler 
or  a  retailer  may  receive  from  the  manufacturer  on  the 
one  hand,  or  from  the  wholesaler  or  manufacturer  on 
the  other,  goods  on  which  there  is  a  false  trade  descrip- 
tion. The  manufacturer,  who  probably  would  himself 
have  applied  the  false  description,  would  be  guilty  of 
the  offences  of  applying  the  false  trade  description  and  of 
supplying  goods  with  a  false  description;  the  wholesaler 
would  be  guilty  of  supplying  goods  with  a  false  trade  des- 
cription, and  the  retailer,  if  he  sold  the  goods  while  so 
described  to  a  customer,  would  be  guilty  of  supplying 
goods  falsely  described.  Moreover,  if  the  goods  were 
exposed  for  sale  in  a  shop,  or  even,  it  seems,  if  they 
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were  out  of  view  but  still  on  the  shop  premises,  the 
shopkeeper  would  be  guilty  of  the  offence  of  offering 
to  supply  goods  with  a  false  trade  description.  A  de- 
fence open  to  a  person  charged  with  the  offence  of 
supplying,  or  offering  to  supply,  goods  with  the  false 
trade  description  would,  however,  be  that  he  did  not 
know  and  could  not  with  reasonable  diligence  have 
ascertained,  that  the  goods  did  not  conform  to  the 
description. 

New  controls  are  introduced  over  the  price-marking 
of  goods,  so  as  to  control  certain  features  regarded  as 
irresponsible  in  modern  merchandising.  Section  11, 
which  deals  with  false  or  misleading  indications  as  to 
the  price  of  goods,  aims  to  prevent  a  trader  from  com- 
paring current  prices  with  spurious  former  prices.  The 
clause  has  been  taken  as  embracing  the  "threepence  off" 
packs  that  have  become  a  feature  in  certain  sectors  of 
the  distributive  trade.  The  section  is  so  drawn  that  an 
offence  is  being  committed  unless  the  higher  quoted 
price  was  in  fact  applied  to  the  goods  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  twenty-eight  days  within  the  preceding  six 
months.  Should  the  retailer  in  fact  have  sold  such  goods 
during  that  period  at  less  than  the  higher  quoted  price, 
then  he  is  in  some  difficulty.  In  consequence  it  has  been 
suggested  that  manufacturers  will  find  some  retailers 
unready  to  stock  packs  marked  with  "money-off"  claims. 

The  extent  of  the  problems  for  retailers  may  be  en- 
visaged from  a  statement  by  Mr.  Bowes  Egan  (a  lecturer 
at  the  City  of  London  College  and  the  author  of  an 
excellent  commentary,  "Trade  Descriptions — The  New 
Law,"  published  by  L.R.S.  Publishers,  48  Notting  Hill 
Gate,  London,  W.ll).  In  the  statement  Mr.  Egan  said 
that  of  thirty  shops  which,  in  a  section  of  Kensington 
High  Street  were  holding  summer  sales  or  displaying 
special  cut-price  offers,  "at  least  a  dozen"  would  be 
committing  serious  criminal  offences  if  they  used  the 
same  price-cutting  techniques  in  the  next  winter  sales. 

The  writer  was  stressing  the  need  for  manufacturers, 
wholesalers  and  retailers  to  realise  the  extent  and  signi- 
ficance of  the  new  law,  which  local  weights  and 
measures  authorities  are  under  a  clear  duty  to  enforce. 
Fortunately,  of  course,  those  authorities  have  built  up 
a  reputation  for  helpful  co-operation  with  the  dis- 
tributive trades  and  are  likely  to  continue  to  add  to  that 
reputation.  However,  duty  is  duty  and  traders  should 
take  immediate  steps  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
new  trading  "climate"  in  which  they  will  be  operating. 
They  should  equally  ensure  that  their  sales  assistants 
are  similarly  informed. 

Overseas  Trade  in  Pharmaceuticals 

Exports  of  medicinal  and  pharmaceutical  products  in 
the  first  half  of  the  year  at  £48  76  million  were  up 
by  16  per  cent,  on  the  corresponding  period  of  1967. 
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During  June  they  were  valued  at  £7,559,000  or,  with 
the  addition  of  dressings  as  classified  in  Division  54, 
Overseas  Trade  Accounts  (H.M.S.O.  price  30s.),  at 
£8,143,000.  The  table  on  previous  page  gives  a  "break- 
down" of  the  June  total  for  that  division. 

A  feature  of  the  June  figures  was  that  the  United 
States  proved  to  be  the  largest  single  customer,  with  pur- 
chases worth  £437,000;  next  came  South  Africa  with 
£413,000,  closely  followed  by  Australia's  £411,000.  Ex- 
ports to  the  Irish  Republic  were  worth  £396,000.  A  com- 


parison of  the  half  year's  figures  with  those  for  the 
same  period  in  1967  shows  that  sales  to  most  countries 
have  improved,  with  those  to  the  United  States  and 
Japan  making  most  progress.  An  exception  was  New 
Zealand,  whose  purchases  were  down  £240,000. 

imports  of  pharmaceutical  and  medicinal  products 
during  June  were  valued  at  £138  million  against  £1-81 
million  in  May.  For  the  six  months  imports  have  risen 
by  one-third  to  £9  32  million  compared  with  January- 
June  1967. 


"OPEN  SHOP" 

An  unscripted  commentary  on  the  special 
problems  of  the  pharmacist  in  general  practice 
By  E.  C.  TENNER 


IT  really  is  incredible  how  careless  some  pharmacists 
are  in  one  particularly  important  matter.  Yesterday  I 
was  reading  the  current  issue  of  the  Executive  Council 
which,  for  the  benefit  of  some  of  my  readers,  is  a  maga- 
zine issued  monthly  to  members  of  Executive  Councils. 
The  issue  contained  a  report  about  some  parcels  of  pre- 
scriptions that  had  been  received  by  a  pricing  bureau  in 
such  a  state  of  total  disintegration  that  many  were  missing. 
In  fact  the  matter  actually  came  to  light  when  some  were 
found  by  a  member  of  the  public  who  sent  them  to  the 
issuing  doctor.  The  doctor,  in  turn,  forwarded  them  to 
the  pharmacist  from  whose  parcel  they  had  strayed.  During 
the  course  of  the  various  correspondence  that  resulted,  it 
was  suggested  that,  where  pricing  bureaux  suspected  that  a 
parcel  had  become  opened  in  the  post,  the  bureau  should 
report  the  matter  to  the  pharmacist.  The  reply  of  the 
bureau  was  that  the  fact  that  a  parcel  had  burst  open  did 
not.  of  itself,  mean  that  any  of  the  contents  were  actually 
missing,  and  that  in  any  case  there  were  so  many  damaged 
parcels  that  too  much  time  would  be  taken  up  in  reporting 
them  all.  Having  visited  several  bureaux  and  seen  some  of 
the  so  called  "parcels"  I  have  a  good  deal  of  sympathy  with 
the  bureaux.  Now  you  may  suggest  that  it  should  be 
obvious  to  the  bureaux  that,  when  they  count  the  prescrip- 
tions, and  find  a  considerable  discrepancy  between  the 
number  declared  on  the  invoice  and  the  number  actually 
received,  something  had  gone  wrong  in  transit.  That,  how- 
ever, is  not  the  case,  for  not  only  are  pharmacists  bad  at 
wrapping  parcels,  they  also  leave  a  lot  to  be  desired  as 
regards  their  accuracy  at  prescription  counting.  Moreover, 
though  this  may  not  be  widely  known,  bureaux  are  not 
allowed  to  enter  into  correspondence  regarding  discrepan- 
cies in  numbers  except  where  the  pharmacist  initiates  the 
correspondence,  which  will  obviously  be  many  weeks  after 
the  parcel  has  been  posted.  Now  I  would  suggest  that 
anyone  posting  a  parcel  of  £1  notes  would  surely  respect 
them  sufficiently  to  wrap  them  securely.  A  parcel  of  pre- 
scriptions can  be  equally  as  valuable,  and  I  would  plead 
with  contractors  to  take  care  of  them.  The  very  least  should 
be  a  substantial  cardboard  box  (of  which  we  all  have 
plenty),  good-quality  brown  paper  and  strong  string,  and 
finally  a  certificate  of  posting. 

Economics  of  N.H.S.  Dispensing 

Amongst  all  the  many  bitter  letters  and  verbal  com- 
ments regarding  prescription  charges,  one  aspect  has  really 
amazed  me.  Virtually  all  of  them  have  dealt  solely  with 
the  mechanics  of  the  interim  exemption  scheme.  Few  have 
even  mentioned  the  really  important  question  of  the  prob- 
able results  to  pharmacy  as  a  profession  and  as  a  means  of 
earning  a  living  that  must  follow  the  considerable  reduc- 
tion of  income  in  the  future,  owing  to  the  really  drastic 


fall  in  prescription  numbers.  The  "offered"  salaries  for 
pharmacists  continue  to  rise.  They  have  probably  nearly 
doubled  in  the  past  four  years.  Last  year  the  Joint  Indus- 
trial Council  agreed  on  improved  wages  and  conditions, 
such  as  better  sickness  benefits  and  longer  holidays  for 
assistants.  Selective  employment  tax  has  been  imposed 
upon  us  and  is  shortly  to  be  steeply  increased.  Every  other 
business  expense  continues  to  rise  like  a  rocket.  For  three 
years  the  profession  has  had  a  fairly  steady  rise  in  income, 
and  in  most  cases  it  has  been  possible  to  meet  those  extra 
charges,  though  it  cannot  be  concealed  that,  despite  the 
extra  income,  nearly  800  pharmacies  have  disappeared 
during  the  period.  What,  then,  is  to  be  the  result  of  this 
sudden  drop  in  income,  which.  I  suggest,  for  the  average 
shop  will  be  in  the  region  of  £600  or  £700  a  year,  and  for 
some  of  the  larger  dispensing  pharmacies  as  much  as  £2,000 
a  year.  Reductions  on  that  scale  must  surely  be  rapidly 
felt  by  most  businesses,  and  must  drastically  affect  the 
viability  of  many.  A  steep  increise  in  the  rate  of  closure 
of  businesses  will  be  a  natural  consequence,  unfortunately 
probably  affecting  suburban  branches,  so  essential  from  the 
public  service  viewpoint,  rather  than  High  Street  shops. 
At  least  two  things  must  be  quickly  attempted.  First  there 
must  be  a  real  effort  by  the  Central  National  Health  Service 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  to  secure  an  immediate 
improvement  of  our  scale  of  fees  (it  would  seem  that  some- 
thing in  the  region  of  ninepence  per  prescription  is  neces- 
sary and  must  be  sought  for).  Secondly,  rapid  action  must 
be  taken  on  the  matter  of  planned  distribution  of  pharma- 
cies. Let  us  consider  that  even  during  our  brief  period  of 
relative  prosperity  we  have  signally  failed  to  secure  an 
adequate  number  of  new  recruits  to  the  profession.  Take 
away  that  prosperity,  and  it  will  need  something  approach- 
ing a  miracle  for  us  to  attract  any  new  entrants  at  all.  We 
have  litle  else  to  offer  than  the  possibility  of  earning  a 
reasonable  income. 

From  Apothecary  to  Pharmacist— Series  2

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 

The  Republic  of  Czechoslovakia  has  several  languages, 
principally  Czech  and  Slovakian.  Words  derived  from 
APOTHEKE  were  formerly  used.  They  have  now  been  replaced 
by  other  terms — not,  however,  derived  from  "pharmakon." 
In  old  Czech  apateka  was  originally  used  for  pharmacy.  It 
changed  through  apateka  to  apoteka.  In  Moravian  and 
Moravoslovakian  the  spelling  was  apteka  and  in  Silesian 
APTYKA.  In  Slovakia  the  words  apoteka  and  aptieka  were 
in  use.  Other  spellings  which  have  been  used,  especially  in 
popular  Czech  dialect,  are  apatyka,  apatika,  hapatyka, 
HAPATiKA  and  HAPATEKA.  To  form  the  word  for  the  prac- 
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titioner  of  pharmacy  the  letter  "r"  was  added,  the  most 
usual  spellmg  being  apotekar.  The  word  for  a  medicine  or 
a  remedy  in  modern  Czech  is  lek  (e  pronounced  like  a  in 
back)  and  many  terms  are  derived  from  it.  That  for  phar- 
macy is  LEKARNA  and  for  pharmacist  lekarnik.  In  Slovakia 
the  word  for  a  pharmacy  is  lekaren.  Those  terms  are 
equivalent  to  the  German  apothek  and  apotheker,  but 
Dr.  Stephens'  Czech  dictionary  is  understood  to  state  that 
the  words  are  not  derived  from  the  Greek  apotheke  but  are 
of  purely  Slavonic  origin.  It  may  be  noted,  however,  that 
similar  words  are  used  for  the  physician  in  several  other 
countries  (for  example  the  Norwegian  lege;  Danish  laege; 
Swedish  lakare;  Finnish  laakari,-  Polish  lekarz;  and  Croa- 
tion  LUECNiK.  Other  Czech  words  derived  from  lek  are 
lekarnicky  (pharmaceutical);  lekarnictvi  (pharmacy,  as  a 
science),  lekar  (physician)  and  lekarstvi  (medical).  In  old 
Czech  (sometimes  called  Bohemian)  the  word  for  drug  was 
LECivo.  The  modern  word  is  droga,  whence  are  derived 


drogeria  and  drogista  for  drug-store  and  druggist. 

The  terms  farmaceut  (pharmacy)  and  farmaceutika 
(pharmaceutical)  are  used  in  Czechoslovakia  to  indicate  the 
activities  of  graduates  of  a  faculty  of  pharmacy  in  connec- 
tion with  research,  preparation  and  control  of  drugs  and 
dispensing  of  medicines. 

Both  Latin  and  Czech  are  used  for  the  title  of  the  official 
society,  viz.,  Societas  Pharmaceutica  Bohemoslovenica  and 
Urstredni  Swaz  Lekarniku.  The  title  Farmaceutika  Spolec- 
nost  also  appears  to  be  used  for  the  Society.  The  Czech 
Pharmacopoeia  is  called  the  Ceskoslovensky  Lekopis  or  the 
Pharmacopcea  Bohemslovenica.

ON  THE  SIDELINES 

★  A  CENTURY-AND-A-HALF  OF  ALKALOIDS  ★ 
In  no  branch  of  organic  chemistry,  perhaps,  have  pharma- 
cists excelled  more  than  they  did  150  years  ago  in  re- 
searches on  alkaloids.  As  if  to  stress  the  linking  of  "drugs" 
and  "druggist,"  a  group  of  French  apothecaries  made  dis- 
covery after  discovery.  After  J.  B.  Dumas  had  first  used 
"alcaloide"  in  place  of  "vegetable  alkali."  the  two  close 
associates,  Pierre  Joseph  Pelletier.  a  Paris  apothecary  who 
lectured  at  the  Ecole  Superieure  de  Pharmacie,  and  Jean 
Bienaime  Caventou,  also  an  apothecary  and  professor  of 
toxicology  at  the  Ecole,  set  the  pace.  In  1818  the  two  had 
isolated  chlorophyll  from  green  leaves  as  a  hint  of  their 
interest  in  plant  extracts,  but  more  significant  was  their 
paper  in  the  Annates  de  Cliimie  in  that  year  announcing 
the  discovery  of  strychnine.  It  was  followed  by  a  second 
report  when  the  alkaloid  brucine  was  found  in  the  seeds 
of  Strychnos  nux  vomica.  In  that  prolific  period  of  dis- 
coveries Pelletier,  son  of  the  apothecary  Bertrand  Pelletier 
(noted  for  studies  on  opium),  was  ever  in  the  vanguard. 
With  Caventou  he  reported  on  veratrine,  discovered  in  saba- 
dilla  seeds,  and  colchicine,  later  to  be  used  for  rheumatism 
and  gout,  and  his  name  is  found  in  early  work  on  emetine, 
active  principle  of  ipecacuanha,  and  on  narceine  in  opium. 
Caffeine,  discovered  in  1821  by  F.  F.  Runge,  a  one-time 
pharmacist  who  won  renown  in  coal-tar  products,  was  also 
discovered  independently  by  Pelletier  and  Caventou,  and 
though  narcotine  was  discovered  about  the  same  time  by 
Pierre  Jean  Robiquet  (yet  another  apothecary  and  profes- 
sor at  the  Ecole  de  Pharmacie).  full  study  of  the  drug  was 
the  work  of  Dumas,  Derosne  and  Pelletier.  In  that  fruitful 
period  the  name  Robiquet  must  be  linked  in  passing  with 
the  discovery  of  codeine  in  opium,  in  addition  to  his  work 
on  cantharides,  madder,  baryta  and  other  substances.  The 
story  of  Peruvian  bark  is  familiar  (the  bark  used  as  cure 
for  fever  in  Peru  and  being  used  to  cure  the  wife  of  Count 
Chinchon,  Viceroy  of  Spain).  Another  story,  telling  how 
the  Countess  cured  the  servants  on  her  estate  in  Spain  (an 
incident  retold  by  Ronald  Ross  and  other  travellers)  be- 
came suspect  after  the  Counts  diary,  found  in  Madrid, 
proved  that  his  wife  never  returned  to  Spain.  What  is  cer- 
tain is  that  it  needed  a  Pelletier  and  associates  to  discover 
cinchonine  and  quinine  as  active  principles,  with  "Cinchon" 
gaining  some  permanent  renown  after  all.  During  that  hey- 
day of  alkaloidal  chemistry  there  were  also  one  or  two 
German  contributors.  Runge,  mentioned  above,  was  one 
example.  A  second  was  Friedrich  Sertiirner,  apothecary  of 
Einbach,  who  isolated  morphine  from  opium.  Rudolf 
Brandes,  a  pharmacist  who  founded  the  North  German 
Apotheker  Verein  and  edited  the  Archiv  der  Pharmazie, 
achieved  note  by  discovering  atropine  and  hyoscyamine. 
However,  the  French  chemists  predominated,  A.  A.  Plisson, 
noted  for  asparagine.  was  head  apothecary  at  the  Paris 
hospital  of  La  Pitie.  E.  O.  Henry,  eminent  in  later  studies 
on  quinine,  quinic  acid  and  cinchonine,  was  Etienne  Ossian 
Henry,  director  of  the  Academy  of  Medicine  laboratories.

RECENT  RESEARCH 

ASPIRIN  ACETYLATES  BODY  CONSTITUENTS 
Conclusive  evidence  that  aspirin  acetylates  in  vitro  a  wide 
variety  of  biological  materials  has  been  obtained  by  workers 
at  Scripps  Clinic  and  Research  Foundation,  La  Jolla, 
California,  U.S.A.  {Nature,  1968.  219.  68).  Using  C"- 
labelled  aspirin  they  have  shown  that  the  acetyl  group  can 
be  transferred  to  plasma  proteins  (twelve  were  tested),  en- 
zymes and  deoxyribonucleic  acids.  The  finding  leads  the 
authors  to  question  whether  the  capacity  to  acetylate  body 
constituents  may  explain  some  of  the  differences  in  action 
between  aspirin  and  salicylates.  "It  is  apparent  that  future 
studies  on  the  biological  effects  of  the  salicylates  must  com- 
pare aspirin  with  other  salicylates  .  .  .  We  believe  that  the 
possible  long  term  as  well  as  the  immediate  biological 
consequences  of  ingesting  aspirin  warrant  further  investiga- 
tion."

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Trends  in  Medical  Research 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  RESEARCH  COUNCIL 


THE  annual  report  for  1967-68  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  31s.)  contains  a 
memorandum  by  the  retiring  secretary 
(Sir  Harold  Himsworth)  on  future 
trends  in  biomedical  research.  The 
memorandum  was  originally  prepared 
for  the  Council  for  Scientific  Policy. 

Concentration  on  Biological  Studies 

Sir  Harold  states  that  the  out- 
standing successes  of  medical  research 
in  the  present  century  have  been 
chiefly  in  the  prevention  and  cure  of 
illnesses  caused  by  some  outside  factor 
such  as  infection  or  malnutrition.  Pro- 
gress has  been  least  in  the  great  range 
of  conditions  in  which  tissue  degenera- 
tion or  alteration  is  a  basic  feature, 
where  an  apparently  self-sustaining 
pathological  process  is  operating  with- 
in the  body  tissues  themselves — for 
example,  in  cancer,  chronic  degenera- 
tive disease,  ageing,  and  certain  con- 
genital diseases.  The  development  of 
research  at  the  cellular  level — and 
especially  in  biochemistry,  molecular 
biology  and  immunology — is  opening 
up  the  possibility  of  understanding 
those  aspects.  An  increasing  concentra- 
tion on  basic  biological  studies  is 
therefore  likely  in  the  future.  Even  in 
the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  where 
previous  successes  have  been  won  by 
more  traditional  disciplines,  funda- 
mental biology  is  likely  to  hold  the  key 
to  the  so  far  intractable  core  of  prob- 
lems: drug  resistance,  for  example. 
Alleviation  of  established  disorders, 
whether  intrinsic  or  extrinsic,  remains 
the  most  important  task  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  individual  patient. 

Research  in  mental  illness  remains 
a  pressing  problem,  but  presents  par- 
ticular difficulties.  There  are  indications 
however,  of  increasing  interest,  which 
would  indicate  that  progress  is  begin- 
ning to  accelerate.  For  the  full  poten- 
tial of  biomedical  research  to  be 
realised  will,  however,  need  increasing 
resources  in  men  and  money. 

Reviewing  the  year's  work  the 
report  states  that  the  Council  has  ap- 
pointed a  subcommittee,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Professor  W.  D.  M. 
Paton,  to  advise  on  future  develop- 
ments in  radiobiological  research.  Work 
in  the  field  of  standardisation  and  con- 
trol of  biological  substances,  carried  on 
by  the  division  of  biological  standards 
at  the  National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research  and  the  division  of  immun- 
ological products  control,  had  increased 
considerably  during  the  past  few  years 
and,  with  the  development  of  a 
European  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  ex- 
pected enactment  of  the  Medicines 
Bill,  was  likely  to  increase  even  fur- 
ther. The  Council,  jointly  with  the 
Health  Departments,  had  set  up  a 
working  party  on  the  future  of  bio- 
logical standards  and  control  work;  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  had 
also  been  represented.  The  working 
party's  main  recommendation  was  that 
a  committee  should  be  established 
jointly  by  the  Council  and  the  Health 
Departments  to  advise  them  on  the  or- 


ganisation of  the  work  on  standardisa- 
tion and  control.  The  report  had  been 
accepted. 

During  the  year  the  section  of  the 
division  of  virology  and  bacteriology 
of  the  National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research  that  was  engaged  in  leprosy 
research  had  begun  to  get  practical  re- 
turns from  earlier  investigations.  It  was 
now  clear  that  heavily  irradiated  and 
thymectomised  mice  would  sustain  the 
growth  of  the  human  leprosy  organ- 
ism, Mycobacterium  leprae,  and  in 
doing  so  contract  a  generalised  disease 
simulating  lepromatous  leprosy  in 
man. 

The  importance  of  that  development 
was  that  it  made  possible  for  the  first 
time  an  experimental  evaluation  of 
drugs — particularly  of  dds  (diamino- 
methylsulphone),  now  clinically  in  uni- 
versal use.  That  drug  could  in  fact  in- 
hibit the  multiplication  of  Myco.  leprae 
in  mice,  even  at  concentrations  of  the 
order  of  lO'^gm./mil — far  lower  than 
those  used  clinically,  which  might  be 
unnecessarily  high.  The  emergence 
of  DDS-resistant  strains  in  the  mouse 
infection  had  been  demonstrated. 

Workers  in  the  biochemistry  division 
had  started  making  use  of  an  ingenious 
new  principle  for  studying  the  spatial 
conformation  of  polypeptide  chains  (as 
opposed  to  their  amino  acid  sequence). 
The  principle  was  to  synthesise  com- 
pounds containing  two  specifically  re- 
active groupings — for  example,  of  dini- 
trophenol  (dnp),  separated  to  a  vari- 
able but  foreknown  degree  by  carbon 
chains  of  different  lengths.  The  appli- 
cation of  such  a  bifunctional  molecule 
to  a  protein  could  be  used  as  a  yard- 
stick to  measure  how  far  apart  were 
the  points  of  attachment  on  the  protein 
molecule.  Alternatively,  one  functional 
group  could  be  attached  and  the  avail- 
ability of  the  other  measured  by  appro- 
priate methods  (such  as  combination 
with  specific  antibody)  to  estimate  the 
degree  to  which  the  other  potential 
point   of   attachment   was  accessible. 

Antilymphocytic  Seram 

The  Council  had  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Wellcome  Founda- 
tion and  the  National  Research  Devel- 
opment Corporation  to  prepare  anti- 
human  antilymphocytic  serum  (als)  for 
clinical  trials.  The  report  summarises 
the  Institute's  contribution  to  know- 
ledge of  that  agent,  als  selectively  in- 
hibited immunological  reactions  of  the 
kind  that  led  to  the  rejection  of  foreign 
grafts,  but  interfered  little  with  anti- 
bacterial and  antiviral  immunity  at 
dosage  levels  that  made  possible  the  in- 
definite survival  of  homografts  (be- 
tween difterent  members  of  the  same 
species)  and  the  prolonged  survival  of 
heterografts  (between  different  species). 
Unlike  all  other  known  "immunosup- 
pressive" agents,  als  could  wipe  out 
immunological  memory,  causing  a 
sensitised  animal  to  behave  as  if  it 
were  confronting  an  antigen  for  the  first 
time.  Equally  important  was  that  it 
could  be  used  to  abet  the  induction  of 
immunological  tolerance,  so  raising  the 


hope  that  homografts  might  be  en- 
abled to  survive  indefinitely,  or  for 
long  periods,  without  continued  admin- 
istration of  ALS. 

Work  at  the  Council's  statistical  re- 
search unit  had  led  to  the  observation 
that  mortality  from  asthma  was 
increasing,  particularly  in  young  per- 
sons. Between  1959  and  1966  the  mor- 
tality had  increased  three  times  at  the 
ages  of  5-34  years  and  nearly  eight 
times  at  the  ages  of  10-14.  In  the 
latter  age  group  asthma  had  become 
the  third  commonest  cause  of  death. 
The  increase  seemed  due  to  a  change 
in  the  fatality  of  the  disease  rather  than 
to  a  change  in  its  prevalence.  There 
had  been  a  corresponding  increase  in 
the  sale  of  bronchodilators  in  the  form 
of  pressurised  aerosols,  and  an  investi- 
gation had  been  begun  to  find  out  what 
part,  if  any,  those  and  other  medica- 
ments played  in  the  death  of  young 
persons. 

A  series  of  studies  by  the  abnormal 
haemoglobin  research  unit  was  con- 
cerned with  variants  of  the  enzyme 
pseudocholinesterase  found  in  the 
serum.  Their  practical  importance  lay 
in  the  fact  that  genetically  determined 
deficiency  or  abnormality  of  the 
enzyme  might  cause  dangerous  pro- 
longation of  the  effects  of  suxameth- 
onium. A  systematic  study  of  the  fre- 
quencies of  the  various  pseudocholin- 
esterase types  in  different  populations 
might  ultimately  provide  a  clue  to  the 
advantages  or  disadvantages  conferred 
on  the  carriers  of  the  variants. 

A  study  by  the  unit  for  research  on 
the  epidemiology  of  psychiatric  illness 
on  admissions  to  the  Poisons  Unit  of 
the  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary  over  a 
one-year  period  revealed  that  the  high- 
est suicide  rate  was  among  young 
women,  of  whom  it  has  been  estimated 
that  each  year  approximately  one  in 
400  made  a  suicide  attempt.  At  all 
ages  the  taking  of  barbiturates  was  the 
most  usual  form  of  suicide  and  it  was 
apparently  becoming  more  common. 

The  unit  for  research  in  brain 
metabolism  had  found  that  the  cerebro- 
spinal fluid  of  depressed  patients  con- 
tained only  about  half  as  much  5- 
hydroxyindoleacetic  acid  as  that  of 
non-depressed  individuals,  and  that  the 
concentrations  rose  when  there  was 
clinical  improvement.  There  was  a 
strong  suggestion  that  the  fault  might 
be  due  to  deficiency  of  a  hydroxylat- 
ing  enzyme.  Some  patients  with  acute 
schizophrenia  also  had  low  levels  of 
5-hydroxydoleacetic  acid. 

New  Anti-influenza  Drug 

The  common  cold  research  unit 
found  no  support  for  the  belief 
that  ascorbic  acid  prevented  or 
aborted  colds  when  it  was  tested 
against  five  different  common  cold 
viruses.  Three  other  drugs  known 
to  prevent  virus  multiplication  in  the 
test  tube  had  no  effect  when  given  to 
the  volunteers.  However,  a  prelimin- 
ary trial  of  a  {XJtential  anti-influenza 
drug  known  as  UK  2371 — an  isoquino- 
line  that  inhibited  a  viral  enzyme — had 
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shown  promising  results:  it  had  re- 
duced by  half  the  incidence  of  clinical 
illness  and  of  virus  infection  in  the 
volunteers  who  had  received  it  before 
being  given  influenza  virus. 

The  Council  established  four  new 
research  units  during  the  year.  The 
immunochemistry  research  unit  would 
continue  and  expand  the  work  of  the 
former  research  group  in  immuno- 
chemistry at  St.  Mary's  Hospital  Medi- 
cal School,  London,  and  would  be  con- 


cerned with  the  structure  of  antibodies 
and  the  relationship  of  their  structure 
to  their  function.  The  molecular 
pharmacology  research  unit  would  in- 
vestigate the  nature  of  the  interactions 
between  drugs  and  macro  molecules  and 
organised  cellular  structures.  Primary 
objectives  would  be  to  further  the 
understanding  of  the  nature  of  drug 
action  and  specificity,  especially  by  the 
use  of  spectroscopic  methods.  Also  set 
up  were  a  development  psychology  re- 


search unit  and  a  powered  limbs  re- 
search unit. 

The  Council's  parliamentary  grant- 
in-aid  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1%8  was  £14,173,000  for  general  ex- 
penses and  capital  expenditure  of 
which  £13,758,000  was  drawn,  supple- 
mented by  a  special  grant  of  £59,000 
for  the  United  Kingdom  subscription  to 
the  International  Agency  for  Research 
on  Cancer.  An  additional  £1 ,241,993  had 
been  received  from  other  sources.

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TRADE  REPORT 

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into  stock. 


London,  July  31 :  With  a  number  of 
manufacturers  closed  down  for  the  holi- 
days, business  inquiry  during  the  week 
was  below  even  recent  levels  in  the 
Crude  Drugs  sector.  Among  the  price 
changes  were  rises  in  Tragacanth  (by 
£5  to  £15  cwt.  as  to  grade)  and  Indian 
Valerian  (up  50s.  cwt.).  Turmeric  for 
shipment  advanced  37s.  6d.  cwt.  but 
spot  holders  put  their  offers  up  by 
only  7s.  6d.,  with  the  result  that  im- 
mediate delivery  could  be  obtained  for 
12s.  6d.  cwt.  less  than  the  c.i.f.  rate. 
Lower  were  Belladonna  leaves  and 
HERB,  Quillaia  and  certain  Aromatic 
Seeds.  Zanzibar  Cloves  were  not 
quoted  and  offers  of  Camphor  powder 
were  virtually  non-existent. 

In  Essential  Oils  spot  Madagascar 
Clove  leaf  came  on  offer  again  after 
several  weeks'  absence.  Brazilian 
Peppermint  was  threepence  per  lb. 
dearer  on  the  spot.  Other  oils  were  un- 
changed.

NOTES  ON  NEW 
MEDICAMENTS 

BISOLVON.  —  C/!cmii/ry:— N-cyclohexyl-N- 
methyl-  (2-amino-3.  5-dibrombenzyl)  -amine 
hydrochloride.  This  compound  is  a  syn- 
thetic derivative  of  vasicine,  an  alkaloid  of 
Adhatoda  vasica.  The  alkaloid  has  some 
expectorant  properties,  but  in  the  new 
derivative  this  activity  is  increased  and 
extended,  and  the  compound  has  mucolytic  as 
well  as  expectorant  properties.  Such  an 
action  has  considerable  clinical  potential 
in  the  treatment  of  bronchitis,  where  the 
presence  of  tough  and  tenacious  sputum 
limits  the  value  of  other  therapy.  Much  of 
the  toughness  of  such  sputum  is  due  to 
the  presence  of  mucopolysaccharide  fibres, 
and  Bisolvon  is  considered  to  prevent  the 
formation  of  these  fibres.  This  inhibition  is 
accompanied  by  an  increase  in  the  volume 
and  a  decrease  in  the  viscosity  of  the 
sputum,  and  as  the  already  formed  fibres 
disintegrate,  there  is  a  progressive  sympto- 
matic relief.  This  relief  reduces  the  effort  of 
expectoration,  but  after  some  days  the 
volume  of  sputum  secreted  falls  again,  al- 
though the  decrease  in  viscosity  is  main- 
tained, thus  further  reducing  the  need  and 
effort  of  expectoration. 

RIFAMIDE.  —  Rifamide  is  a  semi-synthetic 
derivative  of  rifamycin  B,  one  of  the  mix- 
ture of  rifamycins  isolated  from  cultures  of 
Streptomyces  mediterranei.  These  antibiotics 
have  a  structure  unusual  amongst  naturally 
occurring  antimicrobial  substances,  consis- 
ting essentially  of  a  long  aliphatic  chain, 
the  two  ends  of  which  are  linked  by  a  two- 
ring  aromatic  nucleus.  Rifamide  is  the  diethy- 
lamide of  rifamycin  B,  and  as  the  sodium 
salt  it  forms  an  orange-red  stable  solution. 
It  is  highly  active  against  many  Gram- 
positive  organisms,  including  Mycobacterium 
tuberculosis,  and  in  stronger  solutions  it 
is  active  against  a  number  of  Gram-negative 
organisms.  Cross-resistance  with  other  anti- 
biotics is  not  common,  and  many  strains  of 
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Staphylococcus  resistant  to  other  antibiotics, 
are  susceptible  to  the  action  of  Rifamide. 
The  drug  is  not  absorbed  consistently  or 
to  any  great  extent  when  given  orally,  and 
so  is  normally  given  by  intramuscular  in- 
jection. Following  such  administration  large 
amounts  appear  in  the  bile,  with  corres- 
pondingly smaller  amounts  being  excreted 
in  the  urine.  This  pattern  of  excretion  is 
of  clinical  importance  in  the  control  of 
biliary  infections,  which  are  often  resistant  to 
treatment.  The  mode  of  action  of  Rifamide 
is  not  clear,  but  it  is  not  linked,  as  is  the 
case  with  many  other  antibiotics,  with  an 
interference  with  the  formation  of  the 
cell  wall.  There  is  evidence  that  it  may 
have  a  specific  effect  on  bacterial  poly- 
merase, as  mammalian  polymerase  is  un- 
affected.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

A  HIGHLY  significant  rise  in  the  in- 
cidence of  Gram-negative  infection  has 
been  found  to  accompany  the  desired 
fall  in  staphylococcal  infection 
achieved  through  use  of  hexachloro- 
phane in  a  maternity  unit,  report  wor- 
kers at  the  University  and  Western 
General  Infirmary.  Edinburgh.  The 
authors  were  able  to  compare  the  in- 
cidence of  infections  at  units  in  two 
hospitals  over  a  lOj-year  period.  At 
one  hospital  infants  were  "anointed" 
daily  with  pHisoHex  emulsion,  and 
hands  of  staff  were  treated  at  each 
washing,  for  the  last  3|  years  of  the 
period;  at  the  other  hospital  intermit- 
tant  hand  washing  only  was  carried 
out,  outside  the  nurseries,  for  the  last 
two  years.  Where  there  was  daily  use, 
staphylococcal  infection  fell  to  2  8  per 
cent,  compared  with  ll'l  per  cent,  be- 
fore, but  gram-negative  infection  rose 
from  r4  to  3'8  per  cent,  (hexachloro- 
phane is  ineffective  against  coliform 
bacilli  and  may  encourage  their 
growth).  The  authors  warn  that  there 
may  be  a  danger  of  "selecting"  anti- 
biotic-resistant strains  among  these 
bacteria  and  suggest  the  use  of  con- 
comitant measures  such  as  use  of 
chlorhexidine  against  the  enterobac- 
teria.  (Lancet,  July  27,  p.  177). 

Increased  levels  of  two  blood-clot- 
ting factors,  Vll  and  X,  in  patients 
taking  oral  contraceptives  are  not 
dose-dependent,  report  workers  at 
Withington  Hospital,  Manchester. 
They  have  found  that  similar  and 
significant  rises  in  levels  were  pro- 
duced, from  the  third  month  onwards, 
by  two  low-dose  products,  one  (Nor- 
inyl-1)  containing  half  the  amount  of 
hormone  in  the  other  (Ortho-Novin). 
Previously  they  have  shown  that  with 
higher-dose  preparations  factor  VII 
rises  after  two  years  of  use  to  the 


levels  found  in  the  third  trimester  of 
pregnancy,  but  a  similar  occurrence 
with  low  doses  has  yet  to  be  demon- 
strated— at  nine  months  the  changes 
were  still  less  than  at  the  same  stage 
in  pregnancy.  However,  the  authors 
feel  that  the  changes,  though  not 
direct  evidence  of  a  thrombotic  tend- 
ency, must  be  regarded  as  undesirable, 
and  lack  of  success  in  reducing  the 
changes  by  lowering  the  hormonal 
content  they  find  disappointing 
(B.M.J.,  July  27,  p.  218). 

A  CONTROLLED  double-blind  study 
of  verapamil  has  shown  that,  in  a 
dose  of  120  mgm.  three  times  daily, 
the  drug  significantly  reduces  the  in- 
cidence of  angina  and  the  weekly  con- 
sumption of  trinitrin  and  leads  to  a 
significant  increase  in  the  amount  of 
exercise  possible  before  the  develop- 
ment of  angina.  Workers  at  St.  Helen 
Hospital,  Barnsley,  have  also  found 
similar  subjective  improvements  at  a 
40-mgm.  dose  level,  but  they  were  not 
accompanied  by  objective  improve- 
ments recorded  electrocardiographically 
at  the  higher  dosage  (see  also  C.  &  D., 
July  13,  p.  44).  Comparison  at  the 
120  mgm.  level  with  100  mgm.  of 
propranolol  three  times  a  day  showed 
no  significant  difference  between  the 
beneficial  effects  of  the  two  drugs.  It 
is  suggested  that  verapamil  may  act 
by  a  direct  suppression  of  myocardial 
contractility  (B.M.J. .  July  27,  p.  224). 

A  REMISSION  rate  in  acute  myelo- 
blastic  leukaemia  comparing  favour- 
ably with  that  achieved  with  previous 
forms  of  therapy  has  been  obtained 
using  rubidomycin.  repwrt  workers  at 
St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  London, 
in  a  preliminary  communication 
(B.M.J. .  July  27,  p.  227). 

Indomethacin  has  been  shown  sig- 
nificantly more  effective  than  placebo 
in  the  treatment  of  low-back  pain 
where  there  is  associated  nerve  root 
pain,  according  to  a  double-blind 
sequential  trial  carried  out  at  North 
Middlesex  Hospital,  London.  The  drug 
was  clearly  preferred  both  objectively 
and  subjectively.  It  is  suggested  it  might 
have  an  effect  on  the  inflammatory 
process  around  the  nerve  root.  No 
advantage  over  placebo  was  found  in 
uncomplicated  low-back  pain.  Dosage 
was  25  mgm.  three  times  a  day  for  two 
days,  then  four  times  a  day  for  five 
days  (B.M.J..  July  20,  p.  158).
